Ike Says U.S. 
At Peak Of Its 
Prosperity But 
Reds Threaten

— President 


Eisenhower told Congress today 
America's prosperity 
is at "an 


unprecedented peak." But he said 
"a strongly armed imperialistic 
dictatorship poses a continuing 
threat" to the free world. 


In his State of the Union mes- 


sage, prepared for a joint Senate- 
House session, the President said 
that "at no time in the history 
of 
the 
Republic have 
circum- 


stances more emphatically under- 
scored the need, in all echelons 
of government, for vision and wis- 
dom and resolution." 


The message, broadcast nation- 


wide by major television and ra- 
dio networks, said of the domestic 
picture that there is "an unprece- 
dented peak in our economic pros- 
perity." 


Poses Threat 


But in turning to the interna- 


tional situation and the danger of 
Communist aggression, Eisenhow- 
er cautioned: 


"The existence of a strongly 


armed imperialistic 
dictatorship 


poses a continuing threat to the 
free world's, and thus to our own 
nation's, security and peace." 


-In discussing that situation, Ei- 


senhower said, 
"America alone 


and isolated cannot assure even 
its own security." 


He added that the United States 


"must be joined by the capability 
and resolution of nations that have 
proved themselves dependable de- 
fenders of freedom." 


Eisenhower told Congress that 


isolation from such nations would 
invite war. 


He also emphasized that "our

In his State of the Union m es­

of governm ent, for vision and w is­ 
dom and resolution.” 
The m essage, broadcast nation­ 
wide by m ajor television and ra ­ 
dio networks, said of the dom estic 
picture that there is “ an unprece­ 
dented peak in our econom ic pros­ 
perity.” 
Poses Threat 
But in turning to the Interna­ 
tional acuation and the danger of 
Com m unist aggression, Eisenhow­ 
er cautioned:

free world’s, and thus to our own 
nation's, security and peace.”

CANCER IN BONE 
OFTEN MISTAKEN 
BY PHYSICIANS

PHOENIX, Ariz. (* — Doctors 


have been cutting off the arms 
and legs of too many patients in 
the mistaken belief that they were 
dealing with bone cancer, two 
specialists told the medical pro- 
fession today. 


They cited instances of young 


people whose arms and legs, the 
experts 
said, could have been 


saved by nonsurgical treatment. 


Bone tumors - probably give the 


doctors 
the greatest diagnostic 


trouble, because it frequently is 
difficult to tell the difference be- 
tween a malignant and a benign 
growth. 


More careful examinations are 


needed before surgery, the spe- 
cialists told a conference spon- 
sored by the Arizona division of 
the American Cancer Society.

Bone 
cases, 
they 
said, 
are 


a 
particular problem 
involving 


youngsters. Of all diseases, can- 
cer is the leading killer of clul- 
drer, and bone Is one of the most 
common sites of malignancy. 


There is a tendency in the pro- 


fession to take no chances when 
doubt is present, said Dr. Vemon 
Luck, director of the Los Angeles 
Orthopedic Hospital. 


Dr. Luck said he reviewed a 


large number of bone tumor cases 
and found that "as "many prob- 
lems had been created by 'overdl 
agnosis* as by 'underdiagnosis.' " 


In these instances, overdiagno- 


sis meant calling a non-malignant 
growth cancerous. Underdiagnosis 
meant calling a cancerous growth 
noncancerous. 


Careful Study 


Dr. Eugene Pendergrass of the 


University of Pennsylvania told 
the 
meeting 
that 
bone cases 


should be diagnosed and treated 
as cancer only after a. careful 
study of the patient's history, ex- 
haustive X-ray examinations and 
microscopic tests of a large speci- 
men of bone taken from the dis- 
eased area.

Glenn E. Ohler, presented at the i 
January meeting of the Alpha Fire ! 
Company No. 1, Tuesday evening at j 
the engine house, revealed a total of j

Mr. Cocklin, who also serves as 


a minister for a United Brethren! 
Church, said that farmers' costs | 
have been going up steadily for I 
the past few years. He cited par- 
i 


ticularly the cost of farm machin- 
ery, dairy equipment, labor, taxes 
and feed, freight and trucking of 
products. 


He noted that the farm poptila-; 


tion including those who operate 
dairy 
farms is decreasing and 


said now it is necessary for each 
worker to produce more per acre 
than ever before. 


"We'd like to stay on the farm," 


he said, "and we will if our in- 
come can keep pace with our 
costs." 


John Pfantz of Harrisburg, di- 


rector of the commission's Bureau 
of Research and Statistics, read a 
report prepared by G. E. Bran- 
dow, professor of agricultural eco- 
nomics at Penn State University 
on the costs of .producing milk in 
the Philadelphia milkshed. 


Milk Costs 


The Brandow report showed that 


costs since 1947 have risen more 
than 11 per cent on the average. 
At the same time he noted milk 
production per cow in the same 
period increased 
13V2 per cent. 


J. E. Honan, representing the 


Interstate Milk Producers Cooper- 
ative, proposed that farmers sell- 
ing milk to Philadelphia suburban 
county areas be paid a minimum 
of $5.94 per hundredweight during 
February and March. This would 
be 40 cents higher than now paid. 


Honan said the Philadelphia city 


price should be $6.09, a&o a 40 
cent hiKe.
